“One of those little fellows (‘a 
mildly retarded child) was laugh- 
ing and jumping up and down on 
one of those new mattresses like 
it was a springboard.

BONN (UPI)—West Germany 
Friday accused the Soviet Union 
of brainwashing U2 pilot Fran- 
cis G. Powers to obtain his con- 
fession.

Bulletin, said. 


It said. the Soviets delayed so 
long in granting a visa to Pow- 
ers’ wife “that they made sure 
Mrs. Powers would not be able 
to gather defense material for 
her husband because of lack of 
time.”’ 


The government also said it be- 
lieves Powers will get the death 
penalty at his trial which will 
open Aug. 17 in Moscow. 


The article said that the Krem- 
lin directs the Academy of Sci- 
ence’s special department which 
is devoted to ‘“‘the practical uses 
of the Pavlov methods (condi- 
tioned responses) in the realm of 
politics.”

Coroner's Office Gets 
Needed Reorganization 


Appointment of a full-time medical 
examiner in the Fulton County coroner’s 
office was long overdue. For years the 
antiquated procedures of this office have 
been one of the weakest aspects of law 
enforcement here. 

The action indeed should result, as 
Commission Chairman Archie Lindsey 
pointed out, in “protection. of the inno- 
cent, punishment of the guilty, and a 
guard of public health and human life by 
insuring quick, thorough and expert ex- 
amination of death under unusual or 
suspicious circumstances” 

With the assistance of the Fulton 
County Medical Society, Coroner Thomas 
E. Compton and the commission have se- 
cured the services of a forensic pathalo- 
gist to aid with expert medical exami- 
nations needed by the courts. The office 
will be moved to larger quarters for 
more efficient operations. 

It has been suggested for a number of 
years that the office of coroner be abol- 
ished or combined with that of a compe- 
tent medical examiner. The commission’s 
action is a move in that direction and 
should result in great improvement in 
dispensing justice.

Apparently the city would have to 
ask for additional bond funds if it were 
to decide to go ahead with work on three 
new urban renewal projects. 

Ald. Milton Farris, chairman of the 
planning and zoning committee, says this 
is unlikely, however, “from a practical 
viewpoint.” What he meant was that there 
is to be a city election next year. 

We believe that “from a practical 
viewpoint” this would be an ideal time for 
the city to give serious thought to a pos- 
sible bond issue for urban renewal. We 
believe that Atlanta’s citizens are willing 
to make this investment in the city’s 
future. 

It is, purely and simply, 
vestment available. 

A long time ago Cecil Alexander, for- 
mer chairman of the Ciizens Advisory 
Committee for Urban Renewal (who has 
not yet been replaced), said renewal 
will be an issue in the campaign. 

The investment in the present five 
urban renewal projects by the city will be 
about seven million dollars. Of this only 
a million and a half is downright cash 
outlay, raised by bond sale. For this the 
city will see its annual tax take increase 
an estimated $880,715. 

The three proposed projects could pro- 
duce just as dramatic a yield. 

“From a practical viewpoint” this is 
the best time for the people to be told 
the facts and the city to take appropriate 
action.

Tennessee Turns Back 
On Reactionary Forces 


Sen. Kefauver’s landslide victory in 
Tennessee is ‘a personal triumph. But it 
is more than that. It is a whopping vic- 
tory for moderation and for the Demo- 
cratic Party nationally. 

The extent of Kefauver’s victory is a 
decisive rejection of reactionary forces 
and of campaign tactics which descended 
to the gutter.

More money, of course, is a prime 
need. The question then arises as to 
whether or not the State Health Depart- 
ment has made an adequate, firmly pre- 
sented case to the governor as to just how 
badly the money is needed to prevent 
not only the standstill now existing but to 
avoid a backslide into the general apathy 
that previously prevailed. \ 


Doctors usually are not skilled in the 
political facts of life and that perhaps. ‘has 
been a great hindrance.

ber of skilled personnel, There is, for in- 
stance, a dire need for a director of the 
mental health division. But thus far there 
has been a lack of ingenuity in recruit- 
ing such a person.

WASHINGTON—The litter in the convention 
halls of Los Angeles and Chicago had scarcely 
been swept away when the first warnings of party 
secession began to be heard by Republican and Democratic 


head- 


quarters. These threats normally lose their native hue of resolution 


as the campaign proceeds. 

But this year the two platforms 
have been unusually specific on 
highly controversial intraparty is- 
sues and the voting statistics of 
November may somewhat resem- 
ble those of 1948. In that presi- 
dential year both the Democrats 
and the Republicans lost electors 
in states traditionally aligned with 
them. 

The Democratic loss was a di- 
rect consequence of Southern in- 
surgency against the Fair Deal 
platform that produced an inde- 
pendent ticket. But the Republi- 
cans think the reason why Presi- 
dent Truman was elected in spite 
of this was that two to three mil- 
lion of their registered voters 
stayed home on the polling day. 

These reports, of course, are 
fragmentary and merely a rec- 
ord of immediate impulses which 
are subject to complete reversal 
as the party candidates develop 
their campaign positions and un- 
foreseen world events intrude. But 
they resemble the first rumblings 
of discontent in 1948 that proved 
to have an enduring quality. And 
they are the result of a much 
firmer stand by the party con- 
vention majorities against their 
minorities than was taken by ei- 
ther 12 years ago. 


The techniques of professional 
politics, effective as they were in 
forestalling open party warfare in 
the conventions, were unifying 
only to that degree. The task of 
the Democratic and Republican 
candidates and their organizations 
is to project this effect through- 
out their parties. This is implicit 
in reports from Texas and Wis- 
consin in which the two parties 
Share the portents of bad news. 

A natural assumption would be 
that Texas Democrats are threat- 
ening to vote Republican because 
of the sweeping Los Angeles plank 
on equal rights, including a pledge 
to set up a federal Fair Employ- 
ment Practices Commission to su- 
pervise hiring and firing in pri- 
vate industry. But the reputed pro- 
test is against the planks which 
advocate vast expansions of fed- 
eral spending for welfare projects 
without prescribing the means of 
raising new revenue to pay the 
bills. The reported reason why 
Wisconsin Republicans are threat- 
ening to stay home on election 
day is a judgment that the Re- 
publican Party has adopted the 
New Deal concept of an ever- 
growing central government and 
the extension of its controls of 
private enterprise.

First, the legislators have to 
agree to modify Section 315 of 
the Federal Communications Act 
so as to give free time to the 
nominees of the Republican and 
Democratic parties without hav- 
ing to give equal time to the nom- 
inees of the Vegetarian, Prohibi- 
tion, Christian National, Mississip- 
pi Black and Tan and other mi- 
nority parties. 

This will probably be done when 
Senate Joint Resolution 207, which 
has already passed the Senate, is 
coming up in the House Aug. 22. 

Second, the networks have to 
agree on how to make the free 
time available—they have offered 
a total of 19 hours—who is to 
control the use of this time and 
when the appearances of the can- 
didates are to be arranged. 


Finally, the candidates them- 


selves have to come to terms — 


about how the debates and joint 
news conferences are to be con- 
ducted, whether the whole thing 


ences are held, but whether they 
should be held. 

For example, if the House took 
an extreme position—either that 
the minority parties should have 
equal free time or no free time 
at all—the chances are that the 


whole experiment would be 
dropped. 
Also, if the candidates insisted 


that they must be free to use 
the time any way they liked, ob- 
viously the networks would not 
agree. For the candidates would 
then be free to insist on taping 
or even cutting the shows in ad- 
vance or using all kinds of me- 
chanical reading devices or even 
vetoing the result of the taped 
show if they didn’t happen to like 
the way it came out.

All-Faiths Chapel 
Needs $330,000 


By JIM BENTLEY 


After almost a year there is still no Chapel of All 
Faiths at Milledgeville State Hospital. The needed 
money has not been raised and no building contract 
has been let. 


“Apparently, the whole project has been abandoned,” a spokes- 
man in Roman Catholic Bishop Francis E. Hyland’s office said 
Friday. 


But the Catholics didn’t drag their feet after it was announced 
last Oct. 30 that roughly $750,000 would be needed to build the 
chapel. Last February Dr. Louie D. Newton announced the Cath- 
olics had exceeded their quota. 


Dr. Newton, pastor of Druid Hills Baptist Church, is chairman 
of the building committee. 


He says a campaign will be launched about Sept. 1 in all the 
Protestant churches of Georgia. 


More than half a million dollars is needed. Dr. Newton said he 
has been told by Mills B. Lane, Atlanta banker, that the committee 
now has $170,000. 


Retired Bishop Arthur J. Moore, now in Zurich, Switzerland, 
wrote Dr. Newton last week about the chapel, Dr. Newton said. 
Bishop Moore wrote that when he returned from Europe in another 
week or two the committee “‘ought to get right on” with the 
campaign. 


Preliminary drawings by Atlanta architects, Bothwell and Nash, 
were approved last October. 


The plans call for a three-part building of Georgian-Colonial 
styling, including: a main middle section housing the Protestant 
sanctuary, chaplains’ offices, recreational and fellowship rooms; 
a Roman Catholic chapel and a Jewish chapel. 


Not including choir space, the Protestant chapel is to seat 750; 
the Catholic and Jewish chapels, 125 each. 


Some of the other members of the building committee are 
Macon businessman William A. Fickling, Dr. John Venable, head 
of the state health department; Dr. I. H. MacKinnon, director of 
Milledgeville Hospital, and several politicians.

Coroner’s Office Gets 
Needed Reorganization 


Appointment of a full-time medical 
examiner in the Fulton County coroner’s 
office was long overdue. For years the 
antiquated procedures of this office have 
been one of the weakest aspects of law 
enforcement here. 

The action indeed should result, as 
Commission Chairman Archie Lindsey 
pointed out, in “protection of the inno- 
cent, punishment of the guilty, and a 
guard of public health and human life by 
insuring quick, thorough and expert ex- 
amination of death under unusual or 
suspicious circumstances” 

With the assistance of the Fulton 
County Medical Society, Coroner Thomas 
E. Compton and the commission have se- 
cured the services of a forensic pathalo- 
gist to aid with expert medical exami- 
nations needed by the courts. The office 
will be moved to larger quarters for 
more efficient operations. 

It has been suggested for a number of 
years that the office of coroner be abol- 
ished or combined with that of a compe- 
tent medical examiner. The commission’s 
action is a move in that direction and 
should result in great improvement in 
dispensing justice.

Apparently the city would have to 
ask for additional bond funds if it were 
to decide to go ahead with work on three 
new urban renewal projects. 

Ald. Milton Farris, chairman of the 
planning and zoning committee, says this 
is unlikely, however, “from a practical 
viewpoint.” What he meant was that there 
is to be a city election next year. 

We believe that “from a practical 
viewpoint” this would be an ideal time for 
the city to give serious thought to a pos- 
sible bond issue for urban renewal. We 
believe that Atlanta’s citizens are willing 
to make this investment in the city’s 
future. 

It is, purely and simply, 
vestment available. 

A long time ago Cecil Alexander, for- 
mer chairman of the Cliizens Advisory 
Committee for Urban Renewal (who has 
not yet been replaced), said renewal 
will be an issue in the campaign.

Of this only 
a million and a half is downright cash 
outlay, raised by bond sale. For this the 
city will see its annual tax take increase 
an estimated $880,715. 

The three proposed projects could pro- 
duce just as dramatic a yield.

- om a 
Tennessee Turns Back 
On Reactionary Forces 


Sen. Kefauver’s landslide victory in 
Tennessee is a personal triumph. But it 
is more than that. It is a whopping vic- 
tory for moderation and for the Demo- 
cratic Party nationally. 

The extent of Kefauver’s victory is a 
decisive rejection of reactionary forces 
and of campaign tactics which descended 
to the gutter. The senator was subjected 
to a vicious smear campaign, including 
unsigned hate literature of the most ex- 
treme kind.

Mental Health Program 
Hangs in the Balance 


Several factors enter into the sag in 
the state’s mental health program. 


It was at the outset an ambitious pro- 
gram, one that Georgians throughout the 
state applauded. They still do. 


Judging from the response The Con- 
stitution has received from its latest re- 
ports on continuing shameful neglect of 
patients at the Milledgeville State Hos- 
pital, the public is just as anxious as it 
was 16 months ago to see the mental 
health program move into high gear. 

They want to know why it hasn't. 

More money, of course, is a prime 
need. The question then arises as to 
whether or not the State Health Depart- 
ment has made an adequate, firmly pre- 
sented case to the governor as to just how 
badly the money is needed to prevent 
not only the standstill now existing but to 
avoid a backslide into the general apathy 
that previously prevailed. 


Doctors usually are not skilled in the 
political facts of life and that perhaps has 
been a great hindrance. ' 

Even. with the money available, 
however, the State Health Department has 
been unable to recruit a sufficient num- 
ber of skilled personnel. There is, for in- 
stance, a dire need for a director of the 
mental health division. But thus far there 
has been‘a lack of ingenuity in recruit- 
ing such a person. Nor is this an isolated 
instance. 

In fact, unless stronger leadership is 
shown in the many facets of mental health 
there is grave danger of actual accom- 
plishments in the months and years ahead 
to boil down to being a mere shadow of 
what " people of Georgia want dorie.‘

1960 Rumblings 
Like Those in ’48 


WASHINGTON—The litter in the convention 
halls of Los Angeles and Chicago had scarcely 
been swept away when the first warnings of party 


secession began to be heard by Republican and Democratic head- 
quarters. These threats normally lose their native hue of resolution 


as the campaign proceeds. 

But this year the two platforms 
have been unusually specific on 
highly controversial intraparty is- 
sues and the voting statistics of 
November may somewhat resem- 
ble those of 1948. In that presi- 
dential year both the Democrats 
and the Republicans lost electors 
in states traditionally aligned with 
them. 

The Democratic loss was a di- 
rect consequence of Southern in- 
surgency against the Fair Dea] 
platform that produced an inde- 
pendent ticket. But the Republi- 
cans think the reason why Presi- 
dent Truman was elected in spite 
of this was that two to three mil- 
lion of their registered voters 
stayed home on the polling day. 

These reports, of course, are 
fragmentary and merely a rec- 
ord of immediate impulses which 
are. subject to complete reversal 
as the party candidates develop 
their campaign positions and un- 
foreseen world events intrude. But 
they resemble the first rumblings 
of discontent in 1948 that proved 
to have an enduring quality. And 
they are the result of a much 
firmer stand by the party con- 
vention majorities against their 
minorities than was taken by ei- 
ther 12 years ago. 


The techniques of professional 
politics, effective as they were in 
forestalling open party warfare in 
the conventions, were unifying 
only to that degree. The task of 
the Democratic and Republican 
candidates and their organizations 
is to project this effect through- 
out their parties. This is implicit 
in reports from Texas and Wis- 
consin in which the two parties 
Share the portents of bad news. 

A natural assumption would be 
that Texas Democrats are threat- 
ening to vote Republican because 
of the sweeping Los Angeles plank 
on equal rights, including a pledge 
to set up a federal Fair Employ- 
ment Practices Commission to su- 
pervise hiring and firing in pri- 
vate industry. But the reputed pro- 
test is against the planks which 
advocate vast expansions of fed- 
eral spending for welfare projects 
without prescribing the means of 
raising new revenue to pay the 
bills. The reported reason why 
Wisconsin Republicans are threat- 
ening to stay home on election 
day is a judgment that the Re- 
publican Party has adopted the 
New Deal concept of an ever- 
growing central government and 
the extension of its controls of 
private enterprise.

All-Faiths Chapel 
Needs $330,000

After almost a year there is still no Chapel of All 
Faiths at Milledgeville State Hospital. The needed 
money has not been raised and no building contract 
has been let. 


“Apparently, the whole project has been abandoned,” a spokes- 
man in Roman Catholic Bishop Francis E. Hyland’s office said 
Friday. 


But the Catholics didn’t drag their feet after it was announced 
last Oct. 30 that roughly $750,000 would be needed to build the 
chapel. Last February Dr. Louie D. Newton announced the Cath- 
olics had exceeded their quota. 


Dr. Newton, pastor of Druid Hills Baptist Church, is chairman 
of the building committee. 


He says a campaign will be launched about Sept. 1 in all the 
Protestant churches of Georgia. 


More than half a million dollars is needed. Dr. Newton said he 
has been told by Mills B. Lane, Atlanta banker, that the committee 
now has $170,000. 


Retired Bishop Arthur J. Moore, now in Zurich, Switzerland, 
wrote Dr. Newton last week about the chapel, Dr. Newton said. 
Bishop Moore wrote that when he returned from Europe in another 
week or two the committee “ought to get right on” with the 
campaign. 


Preliminary drawings by Atlanta architects, Bothwell and Nash, 
were approved last October. 


The plans call for a three-part building of Georgian-Colonial 
styling, including a main middle section housing the Protestant 
sanctuary, chaplains’ offices, recreational and fellowship rooms; 
a Roman Catholic chapel and a Jewish chapel. 


Not including choir space, the Protestant chapel is to seat 750; 
the Catholic and Jewish chapels, 125 each.

This Pastor Finds Sermons in Broadway’s Hits —

NEW YORK (#—‘‘Any play that 


asks an ultimate question about 
life or God is basically religious 
drama,” says the Rev. William 
Bell Glenesk. 


And as such it’s worth consider- 
ing its message in church. 

The Rev. Mr. Glenesk, 33, has 
been putting his belief to the test 
this month in a series of church- 
theater symposiums at his Spencer 
Memorial Presbyterian Church in 
Brooklyn. 


The pastor bases his sermon on 
a show currently playing across 


‘the bridge in Manhattan—and in- 


vites the play’s star to church to 
discuss its philosophical implica- 


tions with the congregation. 


One Sunday the visitor was 
Grayson Hall, who plays a madam 
in off-Broadway’s ‘“The Balcony,” 
a highly allegorical work by the 
Frenchman Jean Genet. The set- 
thing is a house of ill fame. 


But neither the setting nor the 
earthy language of the play had 
any role in the symposium. The 
topic for discussion was philoso- 
phy, not sin. 


For more than an hour, Miss 
Hall and some 25 churchgoers ex- 


changed views about the meaning 


of the play over glasses of iced 
tea and cookies. Then the star had 
to hustle off for a matinee. 


‘‘Hell is real life,’’ concluded one 
man. “The madam in the play 


gives people a chance to live in 
make-believe lives they want. But 
when they actually become what 
they want to be they ’t stand 
the responsibility that with 
it. 

The symposiums are part of 
what Pastor Glenesk calls ‘‘feed- 
back.”

“I've got to be a 
success first, Ma’am.’) 


99 YEARS OLD 


‘‘Then there was our bus 
driver,’’ wrote Miss Winchell. 
“By a strange twist of fate I 
learned to understand and ap- 
preciate the South through him. 
You see, as he let us out at 
Grant Park he said. ‘You'll 
learn about the Battle of At- 
lanta here’ and I quipped, 
‘That happened 99 years ago! 
Won't you Southerners ever 
stop fighting the Civil War?’ 


***No, Ma’am’ he answered 
politely, but ever so serious- 
ly. ‘We never will.’ 


“When our group had seen 
the world-famous painting and 
had it explained, I went back 
to the driver and apologized al- 
most reverently. For we had 
witnessed an incredibly realis- 
tic re-creation of that bloody 
battle. And while some have 
dubbed it ‘depressing’ my re- 
action was different. I found it 
awe-inspiring.

‘We need to be reminded 
anew in this world of too much 
indifference, too much fence- 
sitting and too much compro- 
mising that there were men in 
eur great, great country will- 
ing to fight and die for what 
they believed in.

The States showed the steel 
strength and courage that forged 
America together and made it 
the mighty country that it is. 
We need to remember these 
things so that, as Lincoln said, 
‘These men shall not have died 
in vain’.”’
